Tapajos Rivers, two great streams 
which flow northward to join the Ama- 
zon. 

What the equipment of Col. Roose- 
Velt’s party was to make the trip down 
this unknown river is largely a matter 
of conjecture. After leaving the upper 
Parana and Paraguay Rivers, which 
flow southward and join the Rio de la 
Plata, the party had to traverse the 
plateau, extending through Paraguay 
and Brazil, a trip of 500 miles or so, 
which the party started to make on 
horseback. 

Ascending the Paraguay River on the 
Adolfo Riquelmo, the gunboat yacht 
of the President of Paraguay, Col. 
Roosevelt reached Corumb4, in Brazil, 
on the upper Paraguay River, on Dec. 
15. Some distance from Corumb4 the 
river becomes unnavigable. The head- 
waters of the Paraguay River are in 
the plateau that extends into Matto 
Grosso. The sources of rivers that run 
southward to join the Rio de la Plata 
are sometimes within a few miles of 
the streams that flow down the north 
gide of the plateau and become tribu- 
taries of the Amazon. 

Col, Roosevelt does not state in any 
of his letters what means of trans- 
portation he would use in descending 
the unknown river. It is believed that 
nothing heavier than canoes could have 
been carried on the 500-mile journey on 
horseback from the headwaters of the 
Paraguay to the “River of Doubt.” 
Yet it is doubtful if canoes could carry 
the equipment required for such a long 
journey. 

A. Henry Savage-Landor, who at- 
tempted to make a descent of one of 
the tributaries of the Amazon, rising 
in the central Brazilian plateau, con- 
structed a raft, buoyed up by huge glass 
water bottles, filled with air, but it was 
Capsized by natives in his party. 


Many Rapids and Waterfalls. 

The great danger in descending the 
streams that flow northward in Brazil 
to join the Amazon is in the many 
rapids and falls. The plateau. which 
is on the average 3,000 to 4,000 feet 
above the sea level, slopes abruptly to 
the floor of the Amazon Valley. For 
this reason some of the greatest water- 
falis in the world are found in these 
tributaries. 

There are such rapids and falls in 
the two rivers between which runs the 
unknown stream which Col. Roosevelt 
sought to trace. In the westerly river, 
the Madeira, there are two great falls, 
the Antonio and the Madeira, besides 
innumerable rapids. 
falls in the Tapajos 
Augusto. 

All that Col. Rosevelt knew about the 
unexplored river, according to his let- 
ters, seems to have been the fact that 
Col. Rondon at one time crossed its 
headwaters. It might have flowed west- 
ward to join the Madeira or eastward to 
the Tapajos, or possibly continued al- 
most due north to join the Amazon. 

The last dispatch received from Rio 
Janeiro regarding Col. Roosevelt’s 
northward movement was on March 15. 
It stated that Col. Rondon had tele- 
graphed that the expedition had reached 
Barao de Malgato after a ride of more 
than 500 miles on horseback through the 
interior of the country without being at- 
tacked by savages, and that Col. Roose- 
velt was in excellent health. 

Barao del Malgato is on the border | 
between the States of Matto Grosso and 
Amazonas, and is near the headwaters 
of two -rivers, the Commemoracao Flo- 
riano and Gyparana, which flow into the 
upper Madeira. 

The Madeira River joins the Amazon 
some distance below Manaos, tke first 
city which the party had expected to 
encounter on their arrival in civiliza- 
tion. Santarem, whence Mr. Fiala sent 
his message to THE Times, is several 
hundred miles below Manaos. 

[t is possible that, after the expedition 
lost their equipment ‘in the rapids, 
which may have been in this ‘‘ River of 
Doubt,’’ the members continued on their 
way down the stream on rafts or boats 
of their own construction, or on foot. 
It is probable that their journey took 
them to the Tapajos, and that some 
members of the party went on down 
the river to Santarem or sent a messen- 
ger ahead to that place.

Colonel's Description of Plans. 


Col, Rooseveit’s letter, in which he 
describes his plans, is as follows: 
Tapirapoan, Matto Grosso, 
Jan. 16, 1914. 
Dear Chapman: 


I wrote Osborn the other day, and 
now I must send you a line, which 
will probably be the last you will re- 
ceive from me prior to my homecom- 
ing. 

We have done well since I wrote you. 
Miller has now some 250 mammals. 
These include not only the jaguar, 
giant ant bear, and march deer, but 
the smaller and bigger peccaries, two 
especies of tapir, I think, and two or 
three species of bush deer, with sim- 
ple one-spiked antlers. I shot two 
species of the latter myself two or 
three days ago, which are certainly 
entirely distinct. Both were adult 
bucks from the same place, and one 
was a third the weight of the other or 
less. Is not a tapir of the large spe- 
cies. The tapirs of the small species 
Were procured by the general syndl- 
cate, so to speak. 

Of the nig, or white-lipped, peccary, 
we have a boar and two sows, shot by 
Col. Rondon and myself. I should be 
very glad if the Museum chose to 
mount these, mentioning the fact that 
they were shot by Col, Rondon and 
me, for I am sure, that he and the 
Brazilian Government would appre- 
ciate this coupling of our names to- 
gether. 

Cherrie thas got a thousand birds, 
and is very well contented, though he 
thinks the mammals are probably rel- 
atively a little bit better than the 
birds. 


Bound Into the Wilderness. 

We are now about to go into the 
real wilderness, where we shall have 
to travel light, and can hardly col- 
lect any big animals. In a month or 
six weeks we shall reach the head- 
waters of an unexplored river. If my 
health continues good, as I expect, I 
think it possible that I will go down 
this river to try and find out where 
it comes out, taking Kermit, Fiala, 
and Cherrie with me, as well as Col. 
Rondon and one or two of the Bra- 
zilians. 

Meanwhile the rest of the party, in- 
cluding Miller, will go straight to Ma- 
deira and come down that to Manaos. 
Miller will then collect around Manaos 
or elsewhere until Kermit, Cherrie, 
and I turn up. It is not possible to 
give a forecast as to the time that 
will be required. 

So far we have all been in good 
health. Fiala was laid up for a day; 
Kermit has had some fever, and 
Cherrie and Harper have had touches 
of fever, but nothing serious. 

I have striven hard to give Scrib- 
ner's the kind of article that I have 
in mind, but it has been difficult to 
do it, and I may have made a flat

failure of it. Be this as it may, I am 
confident that the two naturalists 
have come fully up to your expecta- 
tions and that the museum will not 
be disappointed in the trip. Out of 
what Scribner's pays me, I am going 
to hand over to Osborn and you 
2,000, $1,000 as a nest egg for a fund 
to send Miller for some months to 
Mount Duida, and $1,000 as a nest egg 
for a fund to send Cherrie back thor- 
oughly to work this entire Paraguay 
country, from Asuncion to Cuyaba 
and Caceres. The work would, of 
course, be done for the Museum, 
Give my regards to Mrs. Chapman. 
If, as I expect, everything comes out 
all right, I shall have much to tell 
you,. when in May or thereabout, I 
turn up in New York. Faithfully 
yours, THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


Early Specimens Probably Saved. 

The specimens of natural history col- 
lected by the Roosevelt party on its 
trip up the Parana and Paraguay Riv- 
ers were probably sent south by the 
party before its entered the unexplored 
wilds, 

In a letter written on Jan. 15.to Pres- 
ident Henry Fairfield Osborn of the Mu- 
| seum of Natural History, Col. Roosevelt 
| Said: 

*‘ All the specimens that have not been 
shipped from Corumba will be shipped 
from San Luiz de Caceres, from which 
point our facilities for transportation 
will be greatly diminished.’”’ 

In the same letter he wrote: 

‘So far we have been favored by the 
weather, but it looks now as if the 
rainy season had begun, and we shall 
probably have a good deal of discomfort 
during the next four months, Probably 
we shall not collect as many specimens 
as we have already collected in the last 
six months.”’ 

The loss by the overwhelming of the 
expedition in the rapids undoubtedly 
included the birds 
and photographs taken from the time 
that the party started on its trip over 
the plateau toward the Amazon. 

Much of the equipment which was 
lost was described by Col. Roosevelt 
as follows in the first of a serles of ar- 
ticles on his South American trip, which 
is published in the March Scribner’s: 

“For arms the naturalists took 16- 
bore shotguns, one of Cherrie’s having 
a rifle barrel underneath. The firearms 
for the rest of the party were supplied 
by Kermit and myself, including my 
Springfield rifle, Kermit’s two Win- 
chesters, a .405 and 30-40, the Fox 12- 
gauge shotgun and another 16-gauge 
and a couple of reviovers, a Colt, and a 
Smith & Wesson. We took from New 
York a couple of canvas canoes, tents, 
mosquito bars, plenty of cheese cloth, 
including nets for the hats, and both 
light cots and hammocks. 

“Each equipped himself with the 
clothing he fancied. Mine consisted of 
khaki, such as I wore in Africa, with 
a couple of United States Army flannel 
shirts, and a couple of silk shirts, one 
pair of hob-nailed shoes, with leggings, 
and one pair of laced leather boots, 
coming nearly to the knees. Both the 
naturalists told me that it was well to 
have either the boots or leggins as a 
protection against snake bites, and I 
also had gauntlets because of the mos- 
quitos and sandflies. 

“We intended where possible to live 
on what we could get from time to time 
|} in the country, but we took some United 
States Army emergency rations, and 
also ninety cans, each containing a day’s 
provisions for six men, made up by 
Fiala.’’ 


The Idea of His Trip. 


Broadly sketching the plan 
trip, the Colonel wrote in the 
article: 

“The trip I proposed to take can be 
understood only if there is a slight 
knowledge of South American topog- 
raphy. The great mountain chain of 
the Andes extends down the entire 
length of the western coast, so close 
| to the Pacific Ocean that no rivers of 
any importance enter it. All the rivers 
of South America drain into the Atlan- 
| tic. Southernmost South America, in- 
cluding over half of the territory of the 
Argentine Republic, consists chiefly of 
a coo], open plains country. Northward 
of this country, and eastward of the 
Andes, les the great bulk of the South 
American continent, which is included 
in the tropical and the subtropical 
regions. Most of this territory is Bra- 
zilian. 

“ Aside from certain relatively small 
stretches drained by coast rivers, this 
immense region of tropical and subtrop- 
ical America east of the Andes is drained 
by the three great river systems of the 
Plate, the Amazon, and the Orinoco. 
At their head waters the Amazon and 
the Orinoco systems are actually con- 
nected by a sluggish natural canal. 
“The head waters of the northern af- 
fluents of the Paraguay and the south- 
ern affluents of the Amazon are sun- 
dered by a stretch of high land, which 
toward the east broadens out into the 
central plateau of Brazil. Geologically 
this is a very ancient region, having 
appeared above the waters before the 
dawning of the age of reptiles, or, in- 
deed, of any true land vertebrates on 
the globe. This plateau is a region 
partly of healthy, rather dry and sandy, 
open prairie, partly of forest. 

“The great and low-lying basin of 
the Paraguay, which borders it on the 
south, is one of the largest, and the still 
greater basin of the Amazon, which bor- 
ders it on the north, is the very largest 
of all the river basins of the earth.”

Devious Streams Wrongly Charted. 


Previous explorers of the headwaters 
of the tributaries to the Amazon have 
told of the great difficulty in descending 
them because of the rapids, especially 
at this time of the year, when the 
streams are swollen by the season of 
heavy and almost constant rainfall, An- 
other difficulty is that of finding the 
way through the winding streams, which 
have so far balked all attempts of geog- 
raphers and explorers to chart them. Of 
this feature A. Henry Sayage-Landor 
writes in his ‘‘ Across Unknown South 
America " 

“It was not easy to identify those 
rivers, as the existing mens of that 
country were absolutely worthless, most 
of them being filled in with fancy 
mountains and rivers, which either did 
not exist at all or were sometimes 
hundreds of kilometers out of their 
position. There were frequently mistakes 
of two, three, and more degrees in the 
latitudes and longitudes, even of im- 
portant places. As for the tributary 
rivers, of which merely the mouths 
were known and named, they had sup- 
plied good material for the imagination 
of more or less artistic cartographers 
in order to fill in the rest of their 
course. Even the German maps and 
the American maps of the International 
Bureau of American Republics, which 
were the two best, were extremely inac- 
curate in their representation of that 
region. 

“Unhappy, nevertheless, would be 
the poor traveller who relied on those 
in making a journey across the coun- 


and animals killed | 


try. For instance, if you expected to 
come upon a certain river in one day 
and did not get to there until after ten 
or fifteen days of hard marching; if 
you expected to find a mountain range 
—nearly as high as the Himalayas or 
at least as high as the Andes, accord- 


ing to the deep shadings—and found | 


instead an interminable flat plain; and | 
if you saw on your map rivers marked | 
navigable, and found rapids instead, in| 
comparison with which the 
ones of Niagara are mere child's play, 
you would certainly become 
skeptical of prettily drawn maps.’ 


Region of Dense Vegetation. 


The trip of Col. Roosevelt's party from 
the Brazilian plateau took them through | 
a tropical country from approximately | 
10 degrees south latitude practically to | 
the equator. Because of the heat and 
abundance of water, vegetation is dense 
and luxuriant, so that land passage 
would be practically impossible. The 
characteristic trees are palms, bamboos, 
ferns, and tough wiry grasses, which 
form an impenetrable undergrowth. 

Insects are the worst enemies of man 
in the Amazon Valley. The only rep- 
tiles that are at all abundant are liz- 
ards, and in some places alligators. 
Boa constrictors and water boas are 
found, but they are not abundant. 


President Henry Fairfield Osborn 
said last night that the first shipment 
of the trophies of Col. Roosevelt's ex- 
pedition was expected to arrive in this 
city by steamer within a few days, and 
that it was expected to have the finest 
specimens mounted and ready for ex- 
j hibition by the time that he returns.

Rondon an Experienced Pioneer. 


Col. Rondon has spent twenty-four 


years in exploring the western high- | 


lands of Brazil, pioneering for telegraph | 
and railroad lines. He traveled in that 
time more than 14,000 miles, most of 
which was through territory which had 
not before been traversed except 
natives. He had a wide acquaintance 
with native dialects. 


One of the great losses when the ex- 
pedition met with disaster was probably 
that of the camera and pictures taken 
by Kermit Roosevelt, who had shown 
great skill as a photographer in Africa 
and had had wonderful success in South 
America up to the time the party was 
last directly heard from. His first lot 
of 100 South American photographs 
have been received here in splendid 
condition. 


Roster of Party Before Dividing. 


Col. Roosevelt’s party, before it divid- 
ed for the trip down to the Amazon, in- 
cluded, besides himself and his son, 
Father Zahm, an old friend of the Colo- 
nel; George K. Cherrie, ornithologist, 
and Leo C, Miller, a mammalogist, rep- 
resenting the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History; Col. Rondon, Anthony 
Fiala, Frank Harper, Col. Roosevelt's 
secretary; Jacob Sigg, who served three 
years in the United States Army, and 
was qualified as a nurse and cook; 
Capt. Amilcar de Magalhaes, an expe- 
rienced explorer; Lieut. Thomas Reis, 
an expert with the cinematograph; 
Lieuts. Joao Lyre, Julio Barbosa, and 
Joaquin de Meh Filho; Alcides de Sant’ 
Anna, the physician of the expedition; 
Dr. Euzobio de Oliveira, a geologist, 
and Fredrico Hoehne, a botanist, with 
two assistant taxidermists. 

All of these, except the six who ac- 
companied Col. Roosevelt down the un- 
explored river, were to have made their 
way down the Madeira River to Manaos. 
Nothing has yet been heard from them. 

The course of the Madeira is known, 
but it is an extremely difficult river to 
navigate, and has been the cause of 
disaster to some explorers, who have 
attempted to go down to the Amazon, 

Col, Roosevelt sailed for South Amer- 
ica on Oct. 4, after having received a 
hearty send-off the night before from 
more than 2,000 persons who gathered 
for a farewell dinner on the roof garden 
of the New York Theatre. His lecture 
tour included lectures at Rio de Janeiro, 
Sao Paulo, Buenos Altres, and other 
cities in South America. 

He spent several weeks in Argen- 
tina in November and December, trav- 
eling more than 6,000 miles through 
that country by every conceiv- 
able means of transportation except 
aeroplane. In December the party 
started from Buenos Aires by slow 
stages up the Parana and Paraguay 
Rivers. 

Lawrence F. Abbott, President of the 
Outlook Company, said last night that he 
had received no word of the accident 
to the Roosevelt party and that he knew 
nothing of the plans of Col. Roosevelt, 
except that he was expected to arrive 
next month at Manaos and start from 
there for Lisbon to attend the marriage 
of his son Kermit to Miss Belle Willard, 
daughter of the American Ambassador. 


EXPEDITION WAS DIVIDED. 


Roosevelt Stayed with Smaller Part, 
Fiala Wrote His Wife. 


Mrs. Anthony Fiala, whose husband 
is with the Roosevelt expedition in Bra- 
zil, explained last night at her home, 
148 Bighty-third Street, Bay Ridge, that 
the last letter she received from Mr. 
Fiala arrived on March 12, and nad 
been written at Porto Campo on Jan. 

The letter 
explained that the plans for the expe- 
dition had been suddenly changed. It 
had been originally planned to make 
the journey to Cuyaba, but at Porto 
Campo Col. Roosevelt decided to divide 
the expedition. The greater part of the 
entourage was therefore dispatched up 
the Rio Madeiro, while Col. Roosevelt, 
with his son Kermit, Col, Rondon of 
the Brazillian Army, Mr. Fiala, Mr. 
Cherrie, the ornithologist of the expedi- 
tion, and one of the naturalists, lo- 
gether with a few camp attendants, 
made a portage of 300 miles to the Rio 
Duvida, known as “The River of 
Doubt,” which has been but slightly 
explored, and of which very little is 
known. 

The two divisions of the expedition, 
according to the revised plans, intended 
to come together at Manaos, whence 
they would proceed up the Rio Negro 
and through a tributary connecting 
with the Orinoco. This tributary is a 
natural waterway, and is said to be a 
unique physical phenomenon, in that it 
connects the Rio Negro, which flows

| very glad that I had not fired myself.”

twenty minutes’ respite for lunch. He 
describes the energy 
Roosevelt as ‘‘amazing,”’ and inciden- 
the members of the party were sub- 
| jected in the swamps and jungles from 
insects and woodticks. 

The writer tells of the nature of the 
Brazilian jungle by describing the num- 
|}erous parasitical vines which live by 
sucking the sap from the palm trees, 
about whose trunks they entwine them- 
selves. There is something repellant 
about these parasitical plants, he says, 
which makes the observer shudder. The 
trunks of the vines are often thicker 
than those of the trees upon whose vital- 
ity they draw. 

As soon as the palm tree dies as the 
result of their leechlike activity, they 
reach out their tendrils for another vic- 
tim, and thus form a veritable network 
of living vegetation, through which the 
party had to hew its way at times 
with machetes. 

The bird life in the jungles is pro- 
lific, Mr. Fiala relates, especially in 
the lagoons, where rare species of trop- 
ical water fowl, ducks, geese, and ibises 
are seen. He describes the plumage 
of these birds as brilliant and varie- 
gated, 





Ganboat at Their Disposal. 


In another letter Mr. Fiala tells of 
the hospitality and generous assistance 
given to the expedition by the Brazil- 
ian Government. The gunboat Nyoac, 
he says, was placed at the disposal of 
the party during the earlier stages of 
the trip and tents were erected at the 
first camp more than sufficient to ac- 
commodate the needs of the expedition. 

A large tent was pitched for Col. 
Roosevelt, and three other commodious 
tents were placed at the disposal of 
other members of the party. The tents 
thus furnished were so much superior 
to those taken along by the expedition 
that when the party divided the tentage 
of the Roosevelt division was reduced 
to four, Col. Roosevelt and Kermit 
Sharing the same tent. 

One of the chief drawbacks of the ex- 
pedition is the unfortunate climatic 
conditions, according to another of Mr. 
Fiala’s letters. The expedition is now 
encountering the rainy season, but the 
heat is so intense that the clothing of 
the members of the party dries rapidly. 

The nights are also uncomfortably 
hot, but Mr. Fiala explains that Col. 
Rondon at the time of his last letter 
was already prophesying that the heat 
would abate and that within a week's 
further travel northward the tempera- 
ture at night would fall below 60 de- 
grees. 

“I devoutly hope so,” adds the writer. 

Mrs. Fiala was much perturbed when 
informed that a mishap had overtaken 
the Roosevelt expedition and that part 
of the equipment and trophies were re- 
ported lost. When informed that her 
husband had escaped without any in- 
jury, and that he had asked Tun NEw 
York Times to give her assurances to 
that effect, she was much relieved. 

Mrs. Fiala related an anecdote from 
one of her husband’s letters telling of an 
experience which he had at Corumba, 
which she explained was on the Boliv- 
jan border of Brazil. This town, she 
said, was the resort of lawless adven- 
turers, who could escape punishment 
for their misdeeds by crossing the boun- 
dary into the neighboring republic. All 
of the natives go about armed, and the 
soldiers who are stationed there are 
undisciplined and do little to preserve 
order. 


A Display of Firearms. 


Mr. Fiala, accompanied by his body 
servant, went to a coffee house in 
Corumba with a French engineer of his 
acquaintance, and there the party was 
joined by a group of other Frenchmen. 
After a short time, one of the men sud- 
denly produced a small, ivory handled 
revolver and began to toy with it, 
whereupon Mr. Fiala’s servant, known 
as “ Sig,’’ nonchalantly threw back his 
coat and displayed a .45 calibre re- 
volver nestling in its holster. This 
ended the display of firearms and led 
one of the strangers to exclaim: ‘‘These 
Americans are murderous. They carry 
cannons,”’ 

Mrs. Fiala was chiefly chagrined at 
the news that a mishap had overtaken 
the party because of her fear that the 
accident would interfere with Col. 
Roosevelt’s plans. 

“It was the intention of Col. Roose- 
velt to complete his trip early in April, 
but if the new itinerary is adhered to 
and if this accident should prove to be 
a serious one, I am afraid that it will 
cause his plans to miscarry,’’ she re- 
marked.

HOW THE MESSAGE TRAVELED. 


Half a Dozen Relays to Coast, Then 
by Several Cables, 


The cablegram containing the news of 
the Roosevelt party’s misfortune trav- 
eled over a remarkably long and diffi- 
cult route on its way from Santarem to 
New York. 

Half a dozen relays were necessary be- 
tween Santarem and Para, at the mouth 
of the Amazon, although it is only about 
500 miles between these two points. 

At Para the dispatch was transferred 
from the lone cable running up the 
Amazon as far as Manaos to another 
division of the Western Cable Company 
and forwarded to Pernambuco. 

There it was relayed to the Atlantic 
division of the same comppgpny and 
transmitted to St. Vincent Island, off 
the west coast of Africa. 

From St. Vincent Island it was han- 
dled by the Eastern Cable Company to 
the Azores, where it was delivered to 
the Commercial Cable Company for 
direct transmission to New York. 

The entire distance from point of ori- 
gin to destination as the dispatch came 
to THe Times is approximately 7,500 
miles, 


“MOTHER” JONES DEFIANT. 


Disobeying Military Orders, She 


Starts for Trinidad, Col. 


DENVER, March 22.—‘* Mother’ Mary 
Jones, the aged atrike leader, left to- 
night for Trinidad in defiance of mili- 
tary orders. She went unaccompanied 
and her train is due to arrive at Trini- 
dad early to-morrow. 

“T certainly expect to be rearrested 
the moment 1 step from the train,”” she 
said to-night, ‘‘and I will go back to 
the hospital, as the soldiers have the 
bayonets, and I have nothing but the 
Constitution,” 

Gov. Ammons and Gen. Chase had not 
been advised of her departure to-night. 
Gov. Ammons declared he hoped 
‘“* Mother’ Jones would remain out of 
Trinidad, ‘‘for I certainly believe her 
presence there, even if she is arrested,

‘Jf she remains’’ he continued, ‘“‘ it 
will be in direct defiance to the State, 
and it seems hardly fitting that the State 
should be insulted by the very people 
who have made it necessary for the 
State to spend more than $500,000 to 
keep peace and order.’

BOSTON, March 22.—With to-mor- 
row's issue of The Boston Journal, 
Matthew Hale, Chairman of the Pro- 
gressive State Committee, relinquishes 
control of the paper to Walton A 
Green, Frederick W. Enwright and Dr. 
Hugh Cabot. In an editorial announce- 
ment of the change Mr. Hale says: 

‘“*I regret that [ cannot continue my 
connection with the paper and my 
work for the Progressive Party at the 
same time. I have found that this is 
impossible, however, and as between 
the two I chose the latter.” 

Mr. Green, who becomes the publisher, 
has been associated with Mr. Hale as 
editor in chief since the sale of The 
Journal by Frank A. Munsey a year ago. 
Mr. Enwright is publisher of The Lynn 
Daily Telegram. Dr. Cabot is an au-

Francisco Villa, the rebel chief, left 
here to-day for the south. 

The zigzag front of khaki-clad rebels, 
including the almost naked Indians who 
offered their services and those of their 
bows and arrows at Chihuahua a month 


ago, but who have been equipped with | 


modern uniforms and arms, was nearest 
the. enemy last night at Brittingham 
Junction, only seven miles north of Tor- 
reon, Other columns were fifteen, 
twenty, and even more miles away, but 
all were reported in motion along the 
route opened by the vanguard in the 
direction of Torreon, 
May Fight at Gomez Palacio.

Normally Gomez Palacio is a junction 
point where passengers change cars for 
Monterey. It lies in the shadow of a 
great brown hulk of a mountain known 
as Cerro la Pila, which the Federals 
|are reported to have fortified, If this 
| proves true, the position must be taken, 
| as the big guns have ample power to 
| cover the three miles between the moun- 
tains and Torreon. 

It is said that the manning of La Pila 
would be a legitimate part of the de- 
|fense of Torreon, although its compara- 
| tive isolation would make support from 
other parts of the Federal defenses 
practically impossible. The defenders 
would be in danger of being cut off, 
and for this reason the rebels doubt 
that the enemy, if he is really there, 
will make more than a long range de- 
fense before falling back upon the main 
force. 

The countryside between Gomez Pala- 
clo and Torreon is laced with irrigation 
ditches, and in the irrigating season fs 
rich with cotton and other crops. It is 
thickly settled, and the whitewashed 
adobe farmhouses fairly sparkle with 
the sunlight. 

In some of the ditches, it is reported, 
the Federals have let the water to !m- 
pede the rebel advance, while others 
are being utilized as trenches for the 
protection of riflemen and rapid-fire 
guns. 

Progress of Villa’s Army. 

The first important move of the week 
just passed took place when Gen. Villa, 
having appeared suddenly from Chihua- 
hua, set his troops in motion early last 
Friday morning from Yermo, which is 
about 100 miles north of Torreon. Fif- 
teen miles north of this city he came 
upon a strong advance column of the 
Federals, who are believed to have been 
under orders to retreat on appearance 
of the enemy. The appearance of the 
rebels was so sudden, however, that 
the retreat became almost a rout. 

The Federals, like the rebels, were 
mounted, and the encounter became a 
sort of a steeplechase, with the pur- 
suers, smothered in the dust kicked up 
by their mounts, firing blindly from 
the saddle, not in the least impeded by 
the scattered bullets which the Fed- 
erals sometimes turned to fire. 

The fight continued at a gallop into 
the streets of this little city, and here 
it was that most of the Federal losses 
occurred. The bodies of 108 were picked 
up by Villa's men. The Federals are 
believed to have carried off those who 
were wounded in this city, as only three 
were found. The rebel loss was practi- 
eally nothing. 

On the heels of the cavalry came other 
troops, and Gen. Benavides, with a su- 
perior force, was sent by rail against 
Tlahualilo, a town northeast of Berme- 
jillo. 

At a great irrigation ditch shortly 
after leaving Bermejillo Gen. Benavides 
came upon a Federal force which he es- 
timated to number 400. An hour’s en- 
gagement ensued, as a result of which 
the rebel commander reported to Gen. 
Villa the rout of the enemy, leaving 
ninety dead on the field. His own loss 
he reported as three killed and seven 
wounded, 

This force of Government troops seems 
to have been far in advance of support, 
and the town of Tlahualilo was garri- 
soned by a rebel squad without resist- 
ance. 

Meanwhile Gen. Herrera occupied San- 
ta Clara, and sent a force to bridge the 
ditch where Benavides had vanquished 
opposition. Another force of rebels un- 
der Urbina, in the midst of these excit- 
ing events, had been moving on Mapimi, 
one of the most important cities in the 
Torreon district, and occupied it without 
a fight. Urbina was reported ill to-day, 
but his troops were said to be moving 
south under Col. Borunda. 

Other rebel columns whose positions 
cannot be given with exactitude were 
understood last night to be drawing 
closer to the invested city from the 
south and southwest.

Gen. Blanquet Says Rebel Leader Is 
Not So Sure of Victory.

MEXICO CITY, March 22.—Official 
dispatches to-day denied that any 
fighting had taken place in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Torreon, although pri- 
vate advices indicate that the rebel 
reports regarding the capture of Ber- 
mejillo, with the exception of their 
estimate of the casualties, are substan- 
tially correct. Gen. Blanquet said to- 
night that real fighting was not ex- 
pected for several days yet. He con- 
tinued to express great confidence re- 
garding the outcome of the engage- 
ment there, merely laughing at the 
boasting of Villa, and adding that 
Villa probably would not have to talk 
so loud if he were more certain of vic- 
tory. 

It was reported to-day that Villa 
and Velasco had agreed upon Tlalhua- 
lilo as neutral territory, to which 
place the foreigners and non-com- 
batants will be transferred, in order 
that the battle shall take place strict-

ly according to the rules of civilized | 
warfare. It is believed that this is 
the result of representations made by 
American consular agents, who are 
accompanying Villa in order to avoid 
complications that might result from 
the killing of foreigners.

It was officially reported to-day that 
Manuel Castilla Brito, leader of the 
rebellion in Tabasco, had been capt- 
ured by the Federals near Santa Ana 
Lagoon. The details are lacking, but 
it is known that troops have been 
pursuing him since the rebel defeat at 
Tenosique several days ago. It is ex- 
pected that the capture of Brito will 
practically end the trouble in the 
south. The Department of War dis- 
patches also claim a victory at Car- 
men Canyon, near Monclova, where a 
band of rebels was attempting to join 
the Chihuahua forces from Tamauli- 
pas. This victory is regarded as im- 


portant, since this band was threaten- 
ing important railway points south of | 
Piedras Negras. 

Desiderio Balderas, a wealthy res!- 
dent of Arroyo Seco, State of Quere- | 
taro, was murdered by the rebels, de- | 
capitated, and his head carried through | 
the streets on a pole. The rebels then 
demanded money from other residents, 
threatening them with a similar fate | 
if they refused, their children being 
forced to witness the affair, as in the 
case of Balderas: Two women of good | 
family were carried away by rebels. |

‘White Wolf’s’ Band Recently Killed 


300 in Hu-peh Province, * 


PEKING, March 22.—Outrages by 
brigands in Central China are assum- 
ing alarming proportions. Several bands 
associated with the noted outlaw, White 
Wolf, are ravaging various sections of 
the country, murdering and robbing the 
people and burning their property. 

The latest exploit of the bandits was 
the massacre of 300 townsfolk who were 
resisting their entrance into an im- 
portant market town close to Siang- 
yang-fu, Province of Hu-peh. Seven- 
tenths of the town was burned and the 
population was ruined. On the occasion 
of the recent sacking of King-tzo-kwan, 
the local troops 
made no effort to resist the brigands. 
The troops were commanded by a Gen- 
eral, formerly a noted brigand chief, 
who received his army appointment 
during the recent revolution. 

The measures of the Government to 
with the situation are totally in- 
adequate, and there is every prospect

SERMONS IN ENGLISH 


Delegates to United Synagogue 
Convention Consider Modifi- 
cations in the Service. 


WILL USE HEBREW RITUAL 


But Prof. Schechter Says That Only 
by English Preaching Can Juda- 
ism Serve American Israel. 


Prof. Solomon Schechter, President of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary and 
of the United Synagogue of America, 4 
national organization, advocated the 
substitution of English for Yiddish ser- 
emons in all synagogues at the second 
annual convention of the United Syna- 
gogue yesterday, 

“The United Synagogue insists on the 
maintenance of the character of the 
liturgy, with Hebrew as the language 
of prayer,” said Dr. Schechter, in his 
annual message. “ It further insists on 
the establishment of Jewish religious 
schools, in the curricula of which the 
study of the Hebrew language and 
literature shall be given a prominent 
place, for, indeed, the Hebrew language 
is, and will remain, to us, the sacred 
language. But we attach no sacred- 
ness to the so-called Yiddish language— 
a hybrid between German and He- 
brew—and consider its enforcement in 
the schools and synagogues where there 
is a younger generation to save, in- 
compatible with the best interesta of 
Judaism in this country.” 

The policy of the organization, Dr 
Schechter said, is to minimize and not 
emphasize the difference between con- 
servative and orthodox congregations. 
To achieve this end, he said, every 
effort should be made to insist on a 
decorous service in Hebrew and a ser- 
mon in Hnglish. 

“Only in this way,’’ he said, ‘‘ can 
either Orthodox or Conservative Juda- 
ism in this country hope to accomplish 
its duty to American Israel. The policy 
of ‘ splendid isolation’ in which certain 
of our synagogues, parading as ortho- 
dox, indulged, proved only fatal. They 
were too small in numbers and to nar- 
row in their sympathies to become a 
factor in American Israel. In the great 
majority of cases they proved powerless 
even to hold their own children. These 
either joined the ranks of their oppo- 
nents or drifted away into these cloudy 
regions of ethical culture and sociol- 
ogy which are beyond any religion. 
There was no other way to bring an 
end to this isolation, which made tradi- 
tional Judaism a negligible quantity, 
than to enlarge the scope and broaden 
the sphere of activity. It was on this 
basis that the United Synagogue was 
created. ‘ 

‘‘It is no secret that it was the lack 
of decorum in the orthodox synagogues, 
the constant chattering during the pray- 
ers, the antics of the Hazan, the fre- 
quent disputes fought out between the 
Various parties within the synagogues, 
which drove thousands of worshippers to 
the other camp. The same thing applies 
to the sermon, which must be in Eng- 
lish if traditional Judaism should be- 
come intelligible to the younger genera- 
tion, large numbers of whom do not un- 
derstand the Yiddish language, and are 
altogether out of sympathy with the 
methods and arguments, and the pecul- 
iar diction, of the old Maggid.”” _ 

Dr. Schechter declined re-election as 
President of the United Synagogue, say- 
ing he was old and the organization was 
a young institution which required more 
care than he could give it. : 
_Dr. Cyrus Adler, President of Dropsie 
College, Philadelphia, an institution de- 
vated to Hebrew and cognate instruc- 
tion, was elected President at the night 
session. An amendment to the consti- 
tution creating the office of Honorary 
President was passed, and Dr. Schechter 
was elected unanimously to the office. 
Other officers of the body were re-elect- 
ed for another term. The convention 
adjourned after a Ways and Means 
Committee had been appointed to obtain 
funds for the propaganda. 

About ninety delegates from all parts 
of the country attended the canvention, 
which opened at 10:30 A. M. in the as- 
sembly hall of the Jewish Thealogical 
Seminary at 5351 West 123d = Street. 
Among the delegates who took a promi- 
nent part in the proceedings were Rabbi 
Jacob Kohn, Rabbi Charles Hoffman, 
who opened the first session with 
prayer; Meyer Goodfriend, Chairman 
of the Finance Committee; S. Charles 
Lamport, Treasurer of the organiza- 
tion; Rabbi Herman Bramowitz of Mon- 
treal, Rabbi Adolph Coblenz of Syra- 
cuse, Rabbi Henry Davidowitz of Min- 
neapolis, Rabbi Evgene Kohn of the 
Cengregation Chizzuk Emanuh, Balti- 
more; Rabbi Phineas Israeli of Boston, 
Rabbi Samuel Cohen of Kansas City, 
Rabbi_ Raphael Melamed of Philadel- 
phia, Dr, Solomon Solis-Cohen of Phika- 
delphia, and Dr. Cyrus Adler. The con- 
vention adjourned with the election of 
officers last night, and to-day the an- 
nual meeting of the Alumni Association 
will be held. 

The afternoon session yesterday was 
devoted to a discussion of the repart of 
Dr. Mordecai Kaplan, Chairman of the 
Committee on Education, 

in his report Dr. Kaplan outlined the 
committee’s plans for edueating Jewish 
youth. He said that arrangements had 
been made for the publication of a text 
book to be devoted entirely to Jewish 
literature and that, in«the near future, 
an association of Jewish teachers would 
be organized in this city. An innovation 
which the committee recommended for 
New York was the establishment of 
Jewish kindergartens, which, Dr. Kap- 
lan said, would impress effectively 
Jewish traditions on the minds af the 
children while they were at the most 
impressionable age. The organisation 
of ‘‘ Junior Congregatians,"' to be com- 
posed of members of social organisa- 
tlens was recommended also. 

Another important innovation urged 


by the Committee on Education con-} 


cerned the confirmation of boys at 13 
years of age, at the ceremony known 
as Bar Mitzvah, to which the orthodox 
have adhered rigidly in this country. 
So-called ‘ radical’’ congregations have 
postponed this ceremony until the candli- 
date has finished a course of religious 
instruction, which is usually in his 
fifteenth or sixteenth year. Dr. Kap- 
Jan said that it would be advisable for 
the United Synagogue, which repre- 
sents the conservative and orthodax 
branches of the faith, to follow this 
example and to permit girls as well as 
boys to receive this canfirmation. 

The discussion was aroused by a sug- 
gestion that the history of the Jewish 
people in mediaeval times and up to the 
present should be studied in all high 
schools, nat as a relizious topie but as 
non-Sectarian, abstract history. Dr. 
Solis-Cohen, of Philadelphia, opposed 
this. He said that the subject should 
not be made a non-sectarian study to 
be taken in conjunction with histories 
of other peoples about whom history 
tells chiefly of bloody struggles far 
supremacy. The study, he said. wauld 
not be of the history of a nation, but 
of advance in religion, and of individ- 
uals who had gained supremacy in poe- 
try, literature, and other subjects, and 
sheuld not be confused with other his- 
tories. 

**Such courses as suggested would be 
of no particular henefit to Jewish stu- 
dents,’’ said Rabbi Melamed of Phila- 
delphia, in opposing the suggestion. “* In 
the courses in Semitics offered in the 
average university or collere to-day 
the Jewish students number less than 
one per cent”

FOR HIGHWAY WORK 


Sullivan Committee Learns of 
Boss Contractor’s Scheme to 
Divide Repair Contracts, 


HE HAD A “ FAVORED LIST” 


And in Rotation the “‘ Boss”’ Passed 
the Plums Around While the 
Cost Jumped. 


The Sullivan Assembly Graft Investi- 
gating Committee will begin its investi- 
gation of the affairs of the Highway 
Department immediately after the ad- 
journment of the Legislature, The hear- 
| ings will begin in Albany on March $1 
and will continue indefinitely thereafter. 
John Kirkland Clark, counsel for the 
committee, said yesterday that the in- 
vestigation would be made even if the 
Legislature failed to appropriate money 
for the committee. Mr. Clark hopes, 
however, that the Senate will agree to 
an appropriation of at least $50,000. 

The Assembly Committee has gathered 
much information which involved con- 
tractor-politicians in Albany. One con- 
tractor, it is said, looted the State of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. He, 
it is charged, was the real boss of the 
Highway Department in 1912, Informa- 
tion in possession of the committee in- 
dicates that there was a novel plan 
whereby patronage was farmed out by 
the Bureau of Repairs and Maintenance 
in the Highway Department to a fa- 
vored “‘ring’”’ of contractors, 

If legal evidence is obtained the case 
against this politician-contractor will be 
presented to the Albany Grand Jury. 
The investigation of the transactions of 
this man, it is asserted, may entangle 
officials in the State Highway Depart- 
ment who served in 1912, 

According to the information which 
has redched the Sullivan Committee, 
there was a “‘ring’”’ of forty favored 
contractors from which the “ boss ’”’ 
made his selection. In all 318 repair 
contracts were awarded in 1912 to these 


forty contractors, and in no instance 
was there competitive bidding. The 
forty names represented only twenty 
contractors in fact, the other twenty be- 
ing the names of dummies, The ‘ bosg,"* 

t is asserted, had five different compa- 
nies in the ring. 

To divide the work among these 
twenty favored contractors and at the 
same time apparently be within the law 
—that was the problem which the 
“bess '’ who controlled the Highway 
Department solved. This, according to 
the information in the p&8ssession of the 
Sullivan Committee, was the solution of 
the problem. When a road was selected 
for repair, invitations to bid on the work 
were sent from the Bureau of Repairs 
and Maintenance to threé or four of the 
forty contractors who were on the “ fa- 
vored list.’’ At the same time the 
“boss ’’ had the engineers’ estimates of 
the cost of this work in his pocket. The 
“boss ’’ knew who had received the in- 
vitations to bid and he selected the con- 
tractor or company he desired to favor. 
At the proper time he gave the en- 
gineers’ estimate to the favored contrac- 
tor and instrueted him to submit a bid 
in close conformity with that estimate. 
The ‘‘ boss *’ also went to the ether con- 
tractors who had received letters and 
told them to submit bids much larger 
than the engineers’ estimates. Thus is 
was that the contracts always were 
awarded to the man favored by the 
* Doae.** 

This favoritism did not excite animos- 
ity, because the ‘* boss’"* passed the 
plums around. He countenaneed exces- 
sive estimates by the engineers, and alsa 
asked the Highway Department to make 
supplementary agreements for his 
friends. The cost of road repairs 
jumped under the stimulus of these sup- 
plementary agreements. 

Fach one of the forty contractors on 
the favered list, it is said, will be called 
by the Sullivan Committee. They wil] 
be asked to tell what conversations they 
had with the ‘‘ boss ’”’ contractor in Aj. 
bany, and what arrangements they en- 
tered into. Most of them already have 
testified in the Whitman John Doe in- 
vestigation, and all of them said they 
made large campaign contributions. 

Mr. Clark was asked yesterday if he 
believed that public interest in the graft 
investigation had waned, He admitted 
| that the public might have lost interest, 
| but he predicted that when the taxpayers 
learned how their millions were being 
spent by corrupt politicians they would 
change their attitude. Mr, Clark re- 
ferred to the $50,000,000 which is now 
being expended for the construction and 
repair of State roads, He said that the 
people might have a sense ef assurance 
that that $50,000,000 would nat be squan- 
dered as was much of the previous $50,- 
000,000 expended by the State. The Sul- 
livan Committee, he thought, would have 
a deterrent influence on would-be wrong- 
doers. & 


A PUBLIC SERVICE SCHOOL. 


Research Bureau's Nevel Academy 
Has Pupils from $6 States. 


An excellent idea of the results accom. 
plished by the Training School for Pub- 
lic Service conducted by the Bureau of 
Municipal Research ig given in the seo- 
ond annual report, which was made 
public yesterday. Hight hundred and 
forty-seven persona fram 188 cities in 
thirty-five States have applied fer mem- 
bership to date, and the ninety-two who 
were enrolled included civil, electrical, 
sanitary and congylting engineers, 
school superintendents, principals and 
teachers, a former Judge and a State 
Hudget Commissioner, More than 100 
employes of New Yerk, Hoboken, Pas- 
saic and other cities also attended lec- 
tures on municipal efficiency. The re- 
port says: 

“What the training is supposed to 
be is illustrated by what men have done 
after leaving the training school for 
public service. One is in charge of a 
country-wide study of schools and H- 
braries in Newark, N. J.; another is 
secretary of the Robert L. Stevens 
Fund for Municipal Research in Hoe- 
boeken; another recently directed a 
State-wide school survey for Ohio, and 
is now organizing a Buréau af Munici- 
pal Research in Toronto; another is 
Director of the Bureau of Municipal 
Researoh in Springfield, Mags.; one is 
Auditor of Montelair, N. J.; another ig 
secretary te Cammissioner Goldwater; 
another is Fourth Deputy Police Com- 
| missioner. There are three in Mil- 
waukee—one in the Mayor’s office, two 
working for a citizens’ committee, just 


now revising the city's accounts; an- 
ether is in Minneapolis, werking with 
the Council in a study of civil service 
accounting and revision.”’ 

This reference is made to methods 
employed: 

“Starting with the theory that the 
best possible trainer of men is work 
that needs to be done, men have been 
transferred to other cities and States 
for part of their training period. When 
men work outside of New York the 
cost of their work is borne by the cities 
which benefit from it. Thus training 
school men, under supervision, have 
helped make surveys in Atlanta, Day- 
ton, Pittsburgh, Pine Bluff, Ark.: Port- 
land, Ore.; Revere, Mass.; Milwaukee,

STATE WATER STORAGE AND 
POWER, 

Unlike the MHydro-Electric _ bills 
urged by the State Conservation Com- 
mission, “Assemblyman JONEs’s bill, 
No. 1,820, now favorably reported, 
would prevent a central State owner- 
ship, operation, and distribution with- 
out charge of electricity from water- 
power. Under the general authority 
of the State it provides not oniy for 
district development and operation, 
but district maintenance and district 
financing. The New York Board of 





Trade and Transportation and the 
Society for the Protection of the 
Adirondacks are of opinion that it 
provides a way of regulating the 
rivers by means of storage reservoirs 
and affords a first step in the de- 
velopment of the State’s water power, 
without committing the State, in ad- 
vance of complete knowledge of the 
subject, to any policy that in future 
might be found inadvisable. 

An expert commission is needed to 
study exhaustively the public rights 
in the water powers, the amounts 
available, and probable costs of ac- 
quiring and running hydro-electric 
plants. Then a sound and compre- 
hensive scheme for storage and de- 
velopment may be devised. The State 
has vast potentialities in the power of 
its waterfalls, which should be loosed 
intelligently and with discretion. The 
passage of the Jones bill would give 
a distinct advantage in enabling the 
authorities to appraise this public 
wealth and form a safe plan for its 
utilization.

beginners. The teachers had to hear 
speech after speech in effect severely 
evitical of their professional work, for 
they were told that the graduates of our 
city schools, including those called 
‘*high,’’ when put to practical office 
tests, proved to be miserably trained, 
even in such rudimentary and funda- 
mental matters as spelling, and that the 
majority of them were without any kind 
of competence or intelligent ambition. 

To these charges the teachers replied, 
first, with a denial of their truth, and, 
second, with the counter-charge that the 
complainants made no efforts to dis- 
cover ability and merit among their 
‘*‘boys,’’ and gave it no adequate re- 
muneration when it existed. Not all, 
they said, who in poorly written letters 
applying for work call themselves high 
school graduates have really attended 
those institutions, and though not all 
who have done so show satisfactory re- 
sults of their teaching, the number of 
those who do Is sufficiently large to vin- 
dicate the schools. If the employer 
would only take a little trouble, they de- 
clared—if he would apply for informa- 
tion where it is to be obtained, and that 
is from the teachers—he could get as 
many boys as he desired who were fully 
capable of meeting all reasonable re- 
quirements. 

It is to be hoped, rather than expect- 
ed, that this interchange of conflicting 
statements will lead to a settlement of 
the problems involved. There is a rath- 
er general impression that our public 
schools do not give the practical training 
they should, and especially is it believed 
that promotions from grade to grade are 
made more with a view to getting the 
children along and out of the way of 
their fast-crowding successors than on 
conscientious judgments of their mental 
acquisitions. That, if trie, fully 
counts for the ignorance shown by too 
many of the graduates. On the other 
hand, the relation between the modern 
employer and his humblest servitors is 
so distant and remote that the rejoinder 
of the teachers to his complaints has a 
good deal of plausibility. 

If our public schools are not what they 
should be, and are not doing what they 
should do, the fault is largely that of 
the people who have pronounced them 
not fit for their own children and ceased 
to take active interest in their conduct,

SPECIAL ELECTION VALIDITY. 


Mr. Marshall Reiterates and De- 


fends His Attack Upon It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May not a last word be accorded to me 
in the debate on the validity of the 
Constitutional Convention special elec- 
tion law, now that former Chief Judge 
Cullen, flanked on either side by Mr. 
Stetson and Mr. Saxe, hag come to the 
rescue of that legislation? They unite 
in projecting the decision in People ex 
rel. Hart v. Goodrich as a life pre- 
server, and triymphantly close their 
citation with a Q. E. D.—an exceeding- 
ly high compliment to any decision of 
the courts, judging from the prevailing 
spirit of irreverance. 

But is that decision the: end of the 
matter? I contend that it is not. In 
fact, it is a valuable authority in sup- 
port of the contention that I have here- 
tofore made, that the statutory con- 
struction law “has no application to 
or bearing upon the Constitution of the 
State.’ It thus demolishes one of the 
most persistent contentions of those whe 
seek to sustain this legislation. An ex- 
amination of the facts of that case, 
and of the constitutional provision there 
involved, further indicates that it is by 
no means parajlel to the situation now 
under discussion, There Judge Pratt 
died on Aug. 3, 1896. His succéssor 
was chosen at the general election held 
on Nov. 1896. The constitutional 
provision invoked to avoid that election 
declared that where a vacancy in the 
office of Justice of the Supreme Court 
occurs it shall be filled for the full 
term ‘‘at the next general eiection} 
happening not than three months 
after such vacancy occurs.”

Without the observance of these ‘‘ forms 
and ceremonies '' our Government would 
be as unstable as that of Mexico, as au- 
tocratic as that of Russia. The depart- 
ure from former democratic theories 
of constitutional interpretation during 
the last fifty years, as evidenced by 
these later pronouncements, is the most 
remarkable change in political history.

MOTOR CAR LICENSES. 


Automobile Club of America Did Not 
Draft ‘the Herrick Bill. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your recent editorial article under the 
title of ‘* The Motor Car License Bill’’ there 
are several statements from which it might 
be Inferred that the officials of the Automo- 
bile Club ef America assisted in drafting and 
are urging the passage by the New York 
Legislature of Senator Herrick’s bill to re- 
peal the present motor vehicle law. We beg 
to inform you that the Automobile Club of 
America has had no part whatever in the 
drafting of that bill. 

This club has always advocated and sup- 
ported motor vehicle legislation likely to 
lessen the number of accidents and to bring 
about a proper accountability on the part of 
all operators of motor vehicles, but in view 
of the probable early report of a bill by the 
““Uniform Motor Vehicle Legislation Com- 
mission ’’ appointed by the States of New 
Yo?k, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Connecticut, Maine, Maryland, and Masaa- 
chusetts to draft a yniform bill for adoption 
by all of the aforesaid States we do pot be- 
lieve that the present time is. opportune 
either for a campaign for radical amendment 
of the present law or for its repeal and the 
adoption of a wholly new law drafted on 
different lines. 

Last year New York joined the movement 
fer a uniform motor vehicle law in the North 
Atlantic States. The appointment of Coin- 
missioners to represent this State at a coen- 
ference of the Uniform Motor Vehicle Legis- 
lation Commission was authorized by a bill 
passed in the Spring of 1915, and such Com- 
missioners were appointed on July 8&8, 1913. 
They met with similar Commissioners from 
the States of Connecticut, Delaware, Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania and have completed a draft of 
a motor vehicle law which is to be submitted 
to the Legislatures of those States and of 
the State of New York. In this draft pro-

Arrest Trespassers, Who Are Not 
Adequately Punished. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Perhaps the most alarming situation 
confronting society in this country at 
the present time is the spread of crime. 
This growing inclination is evidenced on 
all sides, and one needs only to turn 
to the pages of the daily press or re- 
view the records of the courts and 
other machinery of the law to estab- 
lish this fact. 

In a report submitted recently to the 
executive officers of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, covering the work of 
the Police Department in 1913, the rec- 
erds showed that as many as 13,129 
arrests were made for offenses against 
this single-company. Other companies 
éngaged in inierstate commerce are 
face to face with the same situation. 
There were 8,449 convictions, and 3,265 
paroles for offenses committed against 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railread in vio- 
lation of the law, but it should be 
remembered that the company had to 
assume some expense in handling each 
arrest made. 

Of the arrests made by our organiza- 
tion last year, there were 8,308 for the 
violation of railroad laws—chiefly for 
trespassing. The trespass evil ig the 
cause of an cnormous expense te rali- 
road companies. A large percentage of 
the trespassers are tramps, boys and 
young men under 25 years, who should 
be wage-earners. The surest way to 
ecpe with the trespasser, or tramp, 
question is for the authorities to mete 
cut punishment to those guilty, and in 
such a way as to serve as a lesson and 
iscouragement to others contemplating 
such course. 

But the trespasser placed under 
arrest by railroad police officer, 
when taken before Magistfates, is let 
off, very often with instructions to 
“get down to the railroad and aut of 
In communities where 
sentence to the lock-up, jails, or-on 
the roads are given the trespassers take 
a2 roundabout course in avoiding the 
clutches of the laW. Trespassers fre- 
quently commit robberies, wreck trains, 
tamper with safety appliances and oth- 
erwise destroy railroad property, but

The railroads simply 
have to go on, bearing the expense and 
paying claims for the loss of ship- 
&c. 

l have known of criminals being ar- 
rested and giving fictitious names, thus 
securing paroles and laughing about 
how easy it was to escape punishment. 
One case of this kind which came to 
my notice last Year was ef a young 
inan who had served a term in a re- 
formatory in Ohlo. He was arrested 
for theft, was paroled and in less than 
a month after this time he was caught 
while committing a penitentiary offenga. 

As to political interference, a case 
which we now have pending in one of 
the city courts will illustrate, An arrest 
was made by a Baltimore & Ohio police 
officer of a person who had robbed the 
company of a number of big shipments. 
The case came to trial and politics 
became involved. It was postponed.

KATRINA TRASK, 
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FIGHTS EXCLUSION 
OF RVENING SCHOOLS 


Dean of New York University's 
Law Department Calls Asso- 
ciation’s Action Unjust. 


THEIR) STUDENTS’ EXCEL 


Higher Average Is Maintained in 
Night Classes Than in Those Heid 
in the Day, Dr. Ashley Says. 


The action of the American Law 
School Association in barring from mem- 
bership law schools giving night courses 

{on the groynd that such courses tended 

to lower educational standards is de- 
nounced by Dean Clarenee D. Ashley of 
the School of Law of New York Uni- 
versity in a report to Chancellor Elmer 
E. Brown of the university, made public 
to-day. He calls the action of the as- 
sociation unjust in itself and unwarrant- 
ed by the facts, inasmuch as a higher 
average of excellence is maintained in 
the evening classes than in the day 
classes. In support of his statement he 
quotes private records of his school. 

The action to which Dean Ashley ab- 
jecta was embodied in this resolution 
adopted by the American Law School 
Association : 


Whereas, The maintenance of regular 
courses of instruction in law at night 
Parallel to courses in the day tends in- 
evitably to lower educational standards: 
Be It Resolved, That the policy ef the 
association shall be not to admit te mem- 
bership hereafter any law school pusuing 
this course, 


This resolution, aecording te Dean 
Ashley, was proposed without explana- 
tion, and was adopted without debate. 
Furthermore, he points out, no school 
represented had any evening division or 
any special interest in the question, and, 
apparently, no previous investigation was 
made. 

‘* Believing that the association did net 


fully realize the effect of this action,” 
Dean Ashley says, ‘‘ and that its mem- 
bers would not knowingly sanction an 
injustice, we request, with some confi- 
dence, either the recession or modifica- 
tion of the preamble and resolution. The 
arguments and facts which follow seem 
to us to warrant this request. But, first, 
let it be understood that this scheol 
makes no complaint because of its ex- 
elusion from the association. Member- 
ship, although pleasant, is not essential 
to our welfare. We rely upon the 
strength of our Faculty, the soundness 
of our curriculum, the severity of our 
standards, and the professional ideals 
which we cherish. Once satisfy us that 
our evening division is detrimenta] to 
the highest aims of the profession, and 
we shall discontinue it at once. There 
is no financial gain in continuing this 
work, and we maintain it solely because 
we believe that our duty to the com- 
munity calls for it.’’ 

Dean Ashiey puts in evidence figures 
which show that evening men have 
maintained a better average grade than 
day men in the New York University 
Law School for the last fourteen years. 
Of the 1,876 graduates of the school in 
that period, he says, 1,852 took day 
work, and 554 work in the evening. Of 
the day men, 33 per cent. attained an 
average mark above 70, while of the 
evening men 36 per cent. attained that 
average. Some of the men who have 
the least time for study, according to 
the Dean, accomplish the best work. 
As a further proof that there is ho 
lowering of the educational standards 
in New York University Law School, 
he points out that the men Who enter 
from other law schools invariably take 
the same average rank as the students 
of the local school. 

‘“* Moreover,’ says Dean Ashley, “ ev- 
ery experienced lawyer knows that he 
does his best work under pressure. 
These men know the importance of 
systematizing every moment, compelling 
their attention to the subject on hand, 
and putting a steam-power force of 
energy, determination and pluck into 
their work. They are the very men who 
develop into our cultured lawyers. 

‘True, it is not aristocratic to earn 
one's own Mving, and pay for one’s own 
education, but those who are able to do 
this possess an element of strength and 
of character which makes of them 
strong and liberally educated lawyers.’ 

Dr. Ashley cites as illustrations two 
poor boys whe because of evening law 
schools were enabled to get an educa- 
tion and became eminent in their pro- 
fession. He asserts that this is true of 
thousands, and that evening law schools 
ean be special servitors of these people. 

The idea underlying Dean Ashley's 
report is that if evening schools were 
abandoned as the American Law Sehool 
Association desires, many worthy men 
who are compelled by circumstances to 
earn their living would either be pre- 
vented from entering the legal profes- 
sion or compelled to obtain their legal 
training entirely through clerkships in 
offices. The evening law schools, he 
insists, are uplifting the educational 
standards of the profession by afford- 
ing such men the opportunity to study 
in a law school where a thorough and 
systematic training is given, and thus 
enabling them to have one more choice 
than the law office, in which, the Dean 
adds, only a superficial smattering of 
law can be obtained. 

Five of Dean Ashley's colleagues on 
the law faeulty join him in commend- 
ing the advantages of evening law work 
and its relative merit, as do also several 
men distinguished in the legal profes- 
sion who are graduates of New York 
University Law School. 

Dean Ashley tells of 4 conversation 
with the late Dean Ames ef the Harvard 
Law School, in which Dean Ames ex- 
pressed the belief that evening law 
schools have distinct advantages, and 
he accordingly gave preferential stand- 
ing to graduates of the New York Uni- 
versity Law School who had pursued 
the regular three-year evening course 
and wished admission to Harvard. 


LIVE LONGER IN THE CITY. 


Death Rate of Aged Greater in the 
Cauntry, State Bulletin Shows, 


Special to The New York, Times. 
ALBANY, March 22.—The February 
bulletin of the State Department af 
Health shows that while Manhattan, 


with a population of 2,500,000, had only 


867 deaths of persons over 60 years in 
January, the rural districts of the State, 
with 2,310,000 population, had 1,704 such 
deaths; also, that while the Bronx, with 
close to 600,000 population, had 1 
deaths of persons over 69 years, third- 
class cities, with populations aggregat- 
ing 448,500, had 250 deaths of persons 
over 60, 

There was an increase of 6,014 in the 
State’s native population in January, 
the deaths being 13,367 and the births 
19,367. Of the increase, the first-class 
cities, with 6,055,840 population, had 
5,471; the second-class cities, with 684,- 
213 population, had 129; the third-class 
cities, with 885,648 population, had 328, 
and the rural districts, with 2,311,347 
population, had 86. New York City's 
increase was 4,823, made up of 2,085 in 
Manhattan, 747 in Bronx, 1,727 in Brook- 
lyn, 275 in Queens, and 37 in Riehmond. 

The births for the month were 7,110 of 
native parentage, 10,107 of foreign par- 
entage, 2,085 of mixed parentage, and 65 
of unknown parentage. The babies were 
maies 9,740 and females 9,624, of which 
19,061 were white, 301 negro, one Indian, 
and two each Chinese and Japanese. 

All of the first-class cities showed 
births in excess of deaths during the 
month, but two of the seven secend-class 
cities had more deaths than births. 
These were Albany, with 44, and Troy, 
with 69 more deaths than births. One 
of the reasons given for this is the large 
number of women employed in the shirt 
and collar faetories of both cities, and 
in the State departments in Albany. 
Many of these women remain single. 

January's mortality is somewhat ex- 
cessive, the total of 13,353 being 1,953 
above the average for the month for 
fifteen years. Compared with reeent 
Januarys it is found that there were 100 
more deaths from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, 400 more from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 150 more from 
Bright’s disease. ‘The deaths over 0 
vears of age for 36 por cent. of the total, 
and are 400 more than the average
